“ATHLETE OF THE DECADE” 


START DOWN WITH THE SHOULDERS “SQUARE” 


The accuracy of any given shot is greatly deter- 
mined by the position of the golfer's shoulders at 
the start of the backswing. For example, if a line 
across the shoulders points to the left of the target 
(illustration #1), the clubhead will probably enter 
the hitting area from outside the target line. Cutting 
across in this manner will cause either a pull-stice, 
pull or pull-hook. In any case, the ball will likely 


start its flight to 







the left of target. 


To hit straight shots, it is helpful to start the 
downswing with the shoulders ‘‘square.”’ That is, 
the shoulder and target lines should be aligned. 

Try to picture yourself in this position before 
you actually swing. Then see if this pre-conditioned 
mental image doesn’t result in straighter shots.
